1. Novelty and Inventive Step 
Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)- (3). 

Dl relates to a Universal Multimedia Access(UMA) which delivers or uses rich multimedia 
contents with a range of network and receiver capabilities. D2 relates to right description and 
right management in the content distribution chain, especially to such applications where 
content is rapped or encoded using MPEG system. 

With regard to claim 1, the prior arts Dl and D2 do not teach or fairly suggest the 
characteristic technical concept wherein a method for addressing media resource includes 
extracting the media resource according to a resource reference and making a standardization 
of a location information of the media resource in MPEG-21 file format. 



2. Industrial Applicability

These claims are directed to a method and apparatus for addressing media resource, and 
recording medium thereof. 
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
